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FATAL ACCIDENT GIRLS’ RACE BAD MILK MASONS' HALF CENTURY 


(Mr. John A Hon of 102 Chari e&basvk 
road, nearly 84 years ohl aivd well 
known to t'he older tips I dents of New¬ 
ton, died at tihe home of his son, Mr. 
Oharlos C. Allen, 5 Eleanor street, 
Allslon* Saturday night, 'May 28, from 
Injuries received at 6 o'clock the same 
evening In a (toll la Ion between his 
eon's mitomobllo and an electric car 
at the Intersection of Arlington and 
Market atreets, Brighton. 

(Mr. Allen had spent the afternoon 
jn a trip with hie son, going to the 
Newton Cemetery and eflHewiheno to 
lay wreaths on the graves of hiB 
wlife, daughter and daughter-in-law, 
after which they had gone through 
Waverley to Concord. With them in 
the auto was Marlon Stearns, 13 
years old, daughter of iMrs. Sarah 
Stearns of 43 Tremont street, Law¬ 
rence, who was engaged ns a trained 
mime in Air. C. C. Allen’s home. The 
little girl occupied the rear seat 
alone, the elder <Mr. Allen sitting at 
his son'B left on the front seal. 

‘Market street from Brighton Cen¬ 
tre toward the Brighton station of 
the BobIot) & Albany mil road Is a 
long, steady descent. Arlington street 
enters Market street fioni the -west 
on a steep rifling grade, St. Columb- 
kllle's Church standing on the lower 
corner. On the upper or right hand 
corner a house hides the view of the 
tapper part of [Market street to any 
one coming up Arlington street until 
the ciOBBwalk is almost Teacdied. Mr. 
Allen ran the auto up the grade, in¬ 
tending to cross Market -street into 
Sparhawk street to reach (his home. 
When he was almost Into Market 
street a car coming from Brighton 
down the grade came suddenly into 
view. As the only chance of escape 
he turned sharply to the left, on in 
the same direction with the car, hut 
the firont right hand wheel and mud 
girand of the auto came in contact 
with the forward part of the side of 
the car with a crash, forcing the auto 
toward the &!dewialk In front of the 
church and hurling the elder Mr. Al¬ 
len and the little gliil from their seats 
to ithe Btreet. 

Although bruised and iShaken up 
from the fall, the young girl was on 
her feet before anyone had time to 
reach Mr. Allen and .was -the first to 
start to his aid, but was too dazed 
to stand and fell to the ground. Then 
crawling on her hands and knees, she 
strove to reach him, but fainted and 
was carried into a neighboring house. 

iMr. Allen was taken Into the office 
or Dr. A. A. MieOauIey, neaT 'by, and 
was found to be unconscious, with a 
small wound near the base of the 
brain, a little to the left of the middle 
lime. He was removed In an am¬ 
bulance to his boo’s home, when* lit¬ 
tle Marion was also taken, and both 
were cared for by the child’s mother, 
Mire. Stearns. Dr. Robert W. Hast¬ 
ings of Brookline, the family physi¬ 
cian, was called and remained in at¬ 
tendance until (Mr. Allen breathed his 
last, at ft: 15 p. m., without regaining 
eonselousnesB. Dr. Timothy Theory, 
medical examiner, view Mr. AJllen’s 
remains and certified the cause of 
death as fracture of the skull. 

The right front wheel or the auto 


had lhe spokes knocked out and the 
mud guard was broken off. A passen¬ 
ger on the car, Daniel S. ’Murphy of 
ramhrldge, was token to lihe City 
Hoepitnl with Injuries Bustnlncd in the 
collision. 

Mu*. Allen wns born In l^eomlnster, 
Aug. 23, 1826, and was a son of Henry 
Allen, a piano manufacturer, who was 
one of the firm of Halleti, Gumslon 
& Allen, the predecessors of Hnllet 
& Davis. Henry Allen lived In his 
latter years In Dorchester. John Al¬ 
len learned his falher’s business and 
hod for years n piano salesroom on 
Washington street, Boston. Of late 
years he was engaged In piano tun¬ 
ing and repairing and was skilled In 
every detail or piano manufacture. He 
was married May 14, 1857, to Emma 
Slater, who was l>orn in London, Eng., 
and who died five yeans ago. They 
had three children—Susie (.Mrs. Frank 
H. Burt), who died In 1893; Charles 
C. and William E. Allen. >Mr. Allen 
leaves five grandchildren Aiid a great- 
grand-daughter. 

He remembered vividly his first 
visit to Boslon, some 70 years ago, 
driving fmm Leominster In a chaise 
with his father and stopping at. the 
Lamb Tavern, which stood on the site 
of the Adams House. He saw the 
late King Edward, then Prince of 
Wales, lieviewing the troops on 
Charles street In 18(10, and distinctly 
recalled his personal appearance. Be¬ 
fore the Civil War he made a trip to 
the South and witnessed a slave auc¬ 
tion In Charleston, S. C. He rarely 
had known a sick day and woa active 
to the last. He found his greatest 
pleasure in the companlonenlp of ihls 
dhildren and grandchildren, while 
outside Ihe circle of his kmdred hia 
love for children had won the affec¬ 
tion of many a little one who (had 
come to call him "Grandpa.” 

'Mr. Allen’s oldest brother was Joel 
Crosby Allen, who was town clerk of 
Leominster for many years and a 
member of the Legislature with the 
late Senator Hoar. 

Through his mother, Frances Cros¬ 
by, born at Watford, N. H., Mr. Allen 
was descended from Simon Crosby, 
who came from England to Cambridge 
in 1f>35. He wins a -cousin of the late 
George W. Crosby of Newton and of 
-Mrs."Hannah B. Merrlam of Newton 
Highlands. 

■Mr. Allen’s funeral wiae held at his 
•son’s residence in Alls ton Tuesday 
aftetmoon. Rev. Charles A. Allen, 
nastor of the Waverley Unitarian 
Church, n cousin of the deceased, 
conducted the service. A male quar¬ 
tet directed by William A. Staples, 
choirmaster of St. Peter's Church. 
Saleim, sang "Passing Out of the 
Shadow,” "Nearer. My God to Thee.” 
and "Gathering Home.” Many friends 
and relatives from Boston, Newton, 
Leominster and elsewhere were pres¬ 
ent.. The burial was In Ihe Newton 
Cemetery.

James (.lover, ,ho West Newton 
man who was arrested Sunday be¬ 
cause, it Is alleged, he put disinfect¬ 
ant In* 200 quarts of milk, was held 
Tuesday for the grand Jury in bonds 
or $200 by Associate Justice Cope¬ 
land, who found probable cause on a 
charge of violating the milk lawn. 

While tihe evidence ngaintu Glover 
is mainly circumstantial Btlll thrents 
Dial he made and his explanation of 
the manner by whlrih the; milk be¬ 
came Impregnated with the disinfect¬ 
ant bear out the police Jn their prose¬ 
cution of the case. 

He was employed by James Ellis, a 
dairy man who has an establishment 
on Cherry street, West Newton. The 
dairy produces 200 quarts of milk a 
day and this Is sold to the owner's 
nephew. Avery P. Ellis, who retails 
it to many families throughout New¬ 
ton. Glover was hired on May 1 to 
work by the month, but recently he 
incurred the displeasure of Mr k Bills 
and was notified that his services 
would not be required after June 1. 
At that time he remarked, in the 
presence of a witness: "You will be 
as glad to have me go as I will be 
to leave.” Together with Charles 
Johnson, who has worked there for 
eight, years, Glover had charge of the 
milking of all the cows. 

After Sunday’s supply of milk had 
been delivered a customer Immediate¬ 
ly complained that the product had 
a peculiar taste and smell, investi¬ 
gation showed that the milk left at 
other houses had the same odor and 
taste and that a light scum was in 
evidence on top of the cream. Sam¬ 
ples of Ihe milk were brought to 
police headquarters and tasted hy 
Chief M itch ell and Patrolman Coady. 
Both experienced a burning sensation 
In their throats and Coady testified 
this morning that hia mouth burned 
for three hours. Other samples ot 
tihe milk were submitted for analysis 
to Arthur Hudson, the city chemist. 

The question of guilt lay between 
Johnson and Glover and the former 
readily absolved himself. When Glover 
was niy'stloned he at first denied 
everything, hut when a Bleed point 
blank If he had used sulnho-napthol 
around the milk he said that he had 
made use of a few drops in the palm 
of his hand in treating the udder of 
one of the cows. He declared that 
Ibis small ouantlty must have tnnocu- 
lated the entire simply of milk. 

Flnce then a bottle has been found 
rear the cow barns that is said to j 
have contained suloho-napthol. The 
nature of this preparation causes It 
to assume a milky color when mixed 
with other fluids so that there was 
no chance of nnv change in the color 
of the milk being noticed before it 
was delivered.

We hope one of these days that 
somebody will rise up in authority in 
Waltham wl>;li sand enough and sense 
enough to say that the clothes de¬ 
stroying, profanity encouraging, dirty 
conglomeration of oil and water, if 
it must be put on the streets, shall 
be applied at or atout midnight and 
not at or about midday. It's a mighty 
roor idev of economy that people 
have wheji they seek to save a dol¬ 
lar In the expense of the highway 
department at the cost of ten dollars 
to the people In clothing and furnish¬ 
ings for the house and store.—Wal¬ 
tham Free Press Tribune.

tion of Mr. Henry T. Wade, and ren¬ 
dered hy the Shubert and Mendels¬ 
sohn quartets and Mr. Handley’s or¬ 
chestra. There were addressee by 
prominent members of the fraternity 
and an historical address by Mr. 
Lewis E Blnney. 

Following the more formal part of 
the progrem, an excellent banquet 
was served In Temple Hall. After 
discussing the menu, addresses were 
made hy the grand master and mem¬ 
bers of his suite, Representative A. P. 
l-angtry of Springfield and Mr. T. E. 
Sttit.son. 

Dalhousle Ixidge was organized In 
Tremont Hall. Newtonvllle, the first 
meeting being held June 2o, 1860. 

While it was not until 1861 that a 
charter was granted, the lodge wan 
conducted under a dispensation from 
the Grand JjOdge, from Aug, 1860, 
until the lodge room was dedicated 
on June 24. 1861. None of the char¬ 
ter members of the lodge survive, the 
first worshipful master, Dr. A. A. Ken¬ 
dall, being killed In the Civil War, 
and the last charter member, Mr. 
Francis D. Hall, having deceased two 
years ago. The four oldest members 
of the lodge are Edwin M. Fowle, 
George P. Tlarke, Benjamin S. Wetb- 
erbee and James W. Hill. The pres¬ 
ent secreitary. Edward E, Morgan, has 
held that office for 32 years, during 
which time he has only been absent 
on three occasions. 

The first lodge room was in the 
chapel of the Swedenborgian Society 
on Bowers street. Newtonville. On 
the erection of the former Central 
Church, corner of Central avenue and 
Washington street, by the Methodist 
society in 1861, the lodge leased the 
upper story for a lodge room and oc¬ 
cupied the same until the erection of 
the Claflln block In 1874. The pres¬ 
ent commodious quarters were erect¬ 
ed and dedicated in 1897. 

The lodge now- numbers 642 mem¬ 
bers and is one of the largest In the 
state. It is named for the Earl of 
Dalhousle, grand master of Masons In 
Scotland. 

The celebration was in charge of a 
committee composed of Messrs. H. 
N. Mill!ken. Charles E. Hatfield and 
Carlyle R. Haves.

That Mrs. F. B. Chesbrough of this 
city, formerly of Bay City, convicted 
In New York recently of violation of 
the customs laws, was the victim of 
a “man trap** declaration form that 
will catch many other innocent trav¬ 
eller. and that she was cleared of 
all charges except the purely tech¬ 
nical one on which conviction was 
had. Is an explanation that W. B. 
Cady, of Shaw, Warren, Cady &, Oaks, 
who* are looking after the Chesbrough 
interests, mnkes. 

He says that every traveller abioad 
should fully understand the matter, 
for any one or all of them, no matter 
how Innocent in intent or act, may 
be caught the same way. 

•‘■Mrs. Chesbrough was Indicted on 
five counts,” says Mr. Cady, “but two 
were dropped by the United States, 
and in two others. Including the 
charge of smuggling, a verdict for 
Mrs. Chesbrough was dlnected by the 
court. 

The solitary count that stood was 
for violation of section 3082, which 
calls for a declaration of everything 
purchased or repaired abittad. This 
is a law almost imiposslble to comply 
with, especially when prepared on 
shipboard when almost everything Is 
In packed trunks. 

“Mrs. Chesbrough returned from 
Europe May 25, 1909. Her -declaration 
prepared on shipboard 'was imperfect, 
and did not mention all of the arti¬ 
cles she had purchased abroad. At 
the tlmt? her baggage was inspected 
she caused all trunks to be opened, 
and stated to the inspector 'that her 
declaration did not mention all the 
articles she had purchased, but that 
she was ready and willing to pay duty 
on all dutiable goods contained in 
her baggage. She was advised by the 
inspector that not having mentioned 
all goods purchased abroad In her 
declaration it was now too late, and 
that he would have to seize the goods 
and send them to United States 
stores. Within a few' days the indict¬ 
ment was handed down against Mrs. 
Chesbrough by the grand jury. 

“It is the belief of counsel, in 
which they are sustained by at least 
one decision of a district Judge of 
the United States, that section 3082 
does not In any way apply to per¬ 
sonal effects In passengers' baggage, 
ami the case will therefore be car¬ 
ried to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
It being confidently expected that the 
finding will be reversed. 

“The case Is of very great Interest 
to all persons having occasion to 
pass through the New York customs 
house on their return 'from Europe. 
The contention of counsel for Mrs. 
Chesbrough is that the government 
must either rely upon the declaration, 
or. If they see fit to make an examin¬ 
ation of baggage, must accept duty 
on jiny dutiable goods found upon 
such examlnaiion. except that incase 
such examination gives evidence of 
an aitempt to evade the -payment of 
customs bv intentional concealment 
•he government is at liberty to con¬ 
fiscate I he goods. In other \vot»ls, it 
is contended that the government can¬ 
not lay a trap by requiring a declara¬ 
tion by means of which passengers 
willing to pay duty on any dutiable 
goods they have are liable at the 
whim of the customs officers to tn- 
dictment for not mentioning In the 


declaration goods contained In their 
baggage upon which they arc willing 
to pny duty, and which were omitted 
from the declaration by negligence or 
thought less mors, and not with any in¬ 
tent to evade the payment of cus¬ 
toms.' 1 —Detroit Journal.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The report of the special commit¬ 
tee Oia the mjltc question Is neither 
“fish, flesh or good red heruing,” and 
satisfies neither the producers, the 
contractors nor the consumers. Sen¬ 
ator T Ink ham has presented a re¬ 
solve that will protect the stomach 
of the consumers, altho it may he at 
the expense or its poclretbook. The 
Senator believes that no milk should 
be sold In the state without an ade¬ 
quate Inspection and it is the sen¬ 
ator's intention that such inspection 
shall follow the methods now In use 
at New York city. Other hills have 
been presented by the special com¬ 
mittee and othen legislators, attempt¬ 
ing to regulate the matter of trans¬ 
portation so that the smaller produc¬ 
ers can compete with the large con¬ 
tractors. The entire matter will 
probably result In an Increase of the 
prloe of tnllk to 9 cents a quart In 
summer, possibly more In winter, and 
the consumes, as usual, pavs the 
' bills. 

The Newton representatives voted 
eeainst admitting the bill of Mayor 
Fitzgerald, affecting the civil service 
requirement of the Boston city char¬ 
ter, they voted against reconsidering 
the rejection of the so-called "fines" 
hill of the labor organizations, they 
voted against the bill to provide for 
the purchase of homesteads by the 
Commonwealth, against the bill to es¬ 
tablish a fish hatchery, and supported 
the veto of Governor Draper on the 
misnamed “eight hour” bill. On the 
following bills, Representative White 
differed from his colleagues: to al¬ 
low* taxation of property of a resi¬ 
dent decedent not In the Common¬ 
wealth at the time of his death, Mr. 
■White favoring the hill which Is said 
bv some io be a flagrant case of dou¬ 
ble taxation.

Ix'f the historian dig out 
ami publish the "established policies" 
of the Commonwealth or a half cen¬ 
tury or even a generation ago, and 
‘Witness how asinine they appear In 
the present age Ctiless the "policy" 
oi the state is fixed by* the eternal 
principles of right and wrong, with 
which no one will argue, it is a safe 
assertion that 99 per cent of the "es¬ 
tablished policies" are matters af¬ 
fecting the prosperity and growth of 
the state, and where, as In the Berk¬ 
shire I-JKC. the present policy pre¬ 
vents the proper development of that 
county, It Is Inevitable that the “pol¬ 
icy must be changed. At the same 
time. It should be recognized that 
what may be a wise action for Berk¬ 
shire. mat not be of equal value for 
Middlesex, anti such matters there¬ 
fore become proper subjects for the 
exeuclse of Judgment, and free from 
the rule of a misnamed "established 
jKilicy."

With them It Is n case 
of "what Is to be will be” carried to 
the extreme. This has in time given 
them the power to take nil thlngH 
calmly and so freed them from the 
anxiety that drives so many white 
men Into the lunatic asylums.

“I thought it belonged to 
him,” replied M. de St Hilaire. lie ev¬ 
idently thought there was nothing un¬ 
natural In an ape possessing n diamond 
necklace ns his personal property. 

The Monasteries of Tibet. 

Every Tlbetnu family is compelled 
to devote Its firstborn male child to a 
monastic life. Soon aflor bis birth 
the child Is tuken to a Buddhist mon¬ 
astery to be brought up and trained In 
priestly mysteries. At about the age 
of eight he joins one of the caravans 
which travel to Lnssn. There lie is at¬ 
tached to one of the local monasteries, 
where be remnius as a novice until he 
is fifteen, learning to rend the sacred 
books and perform the religious rites 
of his faith. The firstborn sou, being 
thus scut luto the church, a9 we 
should suy in this country, the second 
becomes the head of the family 
and marries. Unlike some other semi- 
clvlllzed races, these young Tibetans 
have the right of choosing their own 
wives. Nor can a Tibetnn girl be 
•married off by her pareuts without her 
own consent. The curious custom In 
regard to the eldest sous results of 
course, la nearly every Tibetan family 
acquiring the odor of sanctity, num¬ 
bering a monk among its members— 
London Telegraph. 

Slow but Inexorable Justice. 

In October. 1900, Pietro Glaconi and 
Marie Bonell) were tried at Rome on 
a charge of sextuple murder by poi¬ 
soning committed tblrty-one years be¬ 
fore. In Enghvud Eugene Aram was 
hanged for the murder of Clarke four¬ 
teen years after the offense. A muu 
named Horne was executed for the 
murder of his child In the eighteenth 
century no less than thirty-fire years 
after the offense. There Is also the 
well known ease of Governor Wall, 
who was executed in 1802 for a mur¬ 
der committed In 1782. Sherwnrd was 
banged at Norwich for the murder of 
his wife after a lapse of twenty years. 
But Sir Fitzjurucs Stephens recalls 
what Is the most remarkable case of 
all. lie prosecuted as counsel for the 
crown In 1803 a man who was charged 
with stenllng a lonf from a parish reg¬ 
ister sixty years before—that is, lu 
1803. Iu this case the prisoner was 
acquitted.—London Standard.

Congressman John \V. Weeks of 
Massachusetts Is anxious that his 
state should be well represented nt 
the reception of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt In New York June 18. 

“It is a graceful tribute to our lead¬ 
ing private citizen and only ex-Presi- 
dent that the American people pro¬ 
pose to pay next month.” he said.

Colonel Roose¬ 
velt has stood for big things and is 
one of the world's big citizens. It 
is particularly gratifying to know 
that this demonstration is to be non¬ 
partisan. If it had any political sig¬ 
nificance, it would 'be unworthy of 
the occasion and ot the men who have 
It in charge. I hope the committees 
of the cities of my state having to 
do with the sending of delegations 
to New Yonk will communicate with 
the general Roosevelt reception com¬ 
mittee, No. 116 Broadway, New York, 
as soon as possible.” 


A BIG WORK. 


Preparations are under way for the 
extension of a new metropolitan 
water main from the Boston boundary 
at the reservoir through Chestnut 
Hill and other pans of Newton to 
Weston bridge, where It will join one 
ot the big supply pipes that cross 
the Charles River at that point. To 
install this main it will be necessary 
to tunnel through solid rock for a 
distance of about 2000 feet from a 
point near the junction of Common¬ 
wealth and Oram avenues In Newton 
Centre to the northerly side of Waban 
Hill. The entire pipe line will be 
about four ami one-half miles In 
length and will follow the line of the 
present conduit. The work of tun¬ 
nelling will be done by Joseph Han- 
redtiy, a Chicago contractor.

VETERANS HONOR DEAD 


(Continued from preceding pago.) 

In the Islands, a resolution was tinanl- 
motisly adoptod ftsklng our Congt-oM 
to define the political status of the 
people. They do not esk for imme¬ 
diate Independence, hut only for our 
eolemn promise lhat In i-he fu1ncs*» 
of time their children and their chil¬ 
dren's children may be face. 

Our Supreme Court has decided 
that the Constitution, embodying 
those .principles of liberty which were 
our priceless heritage, dies not fol¬ 
low the flaR. But If the (institution 
does net follow the fla*. Ihen let ua 
declare that the Arr shall not per¬ 
manently wave over a subject people, 
that the stana and stripes, conceived 
In 1 liberty and baptized in the blood 
of heroes fighting in tile cause of 
human liberty, must never wave an 
an emblem of emphie, but as a prom¬ 
ise of freedom to all who come under 
tho protecting shadow' of I Us folds. 
Unless we remain true to the ideals 
of tihe republic, these dead, whose 
graves we decorate today. Indeed have 
died In vain. 

Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Keputllc: We have Joined with you 
today In covering with flowers the 
graves of those who have passed be* 
jond the vale, and now we extend to 
you who are living our tribute of love 
and affection /or the part which you 
bore In the saving of the nation and 
the example which you have set us 
m the years that have ensued. 

Our beloved Governor, John D. 
Long, in a memorial address deliv¬ 
ered before the Grand Army posts of 
Suffolk county in 1882, ventured to 
say that with the close cf the cen-, 
tury few survivors of your noble army 
would remain, but the century has 
run Its course and ten years have 
been added, and goodly companies oi 
your army all over the land are Join¬ 
ing in the exercises of today. Your 
presence with u< bears witness to 
the fact that the Boys of '61 were bays 
indeed, that It was the young man¬ 
hood of our country that went to the 
front to save the Union. But It bears 
witness also that the training and 
discipline which you received during 
ihose ye-ers of danger nnd privation 
inculcated habits cf temperance and 
p c Yltude which have stoci you In 
good stead in after years. 

God grant that the day may he far 
distant when that vision, painted by 
one of your number, Darius Cobb, 
shall become a reality—that vision of 
the last surviving member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic placing 
a wreath upon the graves of hiB sleep¬ 
ing comrades. But when that dav 
shall come, and when he too shall 
answer the last bugle call and take 
his place in the ranks of that re¬ 
united and glorified army, no longer 
In baltle array but enlistpd under the 
banner of the Prince of Peace, be as¬ 
sured that there will be loving hands 
to be«r him to his final resting place, 
and there will be Sons of Veterans 
In your places to sound taps over his 
grave. 


The line of march was then resumed, 
passing thru Walnut street, where 
the column wc s revel wed by the chief 
marshal and staff at Washington Park, 
to Temple Hall, for the annual Me¬ 
morial Day dinner. 

Seated at the table with Comman¬ 
der Kingsbury w r ere 'Mayor Hatfield, 
Chief Marshal Wentworth, Major F. 
P. Barnes, Representative Thomas 
W. White, Aldermen Doherty, ‘Moore, 
■Sullivan and Cox, Rev. J. Edgar Park, 
Rev. H. Grant Person, Rev. A. N. 
Slayton, Rev. John :Matteson, Rev. 
Francis B. White and Rev. Charles 
E. Spaulding. 

The dinneu was enlivened by the 
excellent singing of the Lotus Quar¬ 
tet, including the beautiful "Shad¬ 
ows," "Over the Hilltops," “Love is 
The Light of the World” and a few 
humorous songs, all of which were 
received with gi*eat enthusiasm. 

Colonel Kingsbury Introduced the 
various speakers with felicitous words 
and made a great lilt when he called 
on the quartet to sing "Sweet Ade¬ 
line" when Mayor Hatfield was pre¬ 
sented. The .Mayor was received with 
three hearty cheers and a tiger. 
Mayor Hatfield brought the hearty 
greetings of the city to the men who 
were the bulwark of the nation and 
saved the Union. The Mayor em¬ 
phasized the fact that the children 
should be taught to know the feuliy 
they owe to the veterans and closed 
with some beautiful Hues of poetry. 

( nlef Marshal Wentworth said that 
1 1 he Sons of Veterans glory in the vic¬ 
tories and heroisms of their fathers 
j ami Join with you in paying loving 
tribute to those who have been nms 
lered out,. We have placed beautiful 
spring flowers and Ohi Glory on their 
graves and while the flowers will 
fade, the principles you stand for will 
live forever in the hearts of tlie peo¬ 
ple, And the Sous of Veterans can 
pay you no grander tribute than to 
assure you that the principles you 
fought for are entirely safe In our 
keeping. 

Captain Guilford was received with 
cheers und a tiger and t»altl that his 
company always looked forward with 
pleasure to their annual escort duty 
for the veterans. He referred to the 
new urmouy to be erected this year 
in Newton and premised that the local 
company next year would be far ahead 
of any other company in tin* state. 

Representative White made a hit 
when In the course of his remarks he 
slated he hail recently witnessed a 
parade of 11000 boyw of the Boston 
high schools and said lhat the sad¬ 
dest action of the school laxard in 
Newton was tho abolition of military 
drill in lute high school. After the 
applause had sulwUlcd Mr. White said 
that he believed no system of educa¬ 
tion prevails at the present time 
which euuuls the 4hive R s and com 
pulsorty military drill la the high 
suhool. Mr. White also said (hut the 
Legislature had passed a hill for a 
safe und sano Fourth of July and he 



hoped that next year It would provide 
for a fitting observance o? Memorial 
Day. He believed that the same hero¬ 
ism which animated the veterans In 
the Civil War wan necwnwry today in 
our civil lire, and that the three great 
essentials were courage, capacity and 
honesty. He believed that the politi¬ 
cal woods were full of men who «ac- 
tAficed those principles to follow the 
whims of popular fancy. In bhese 
days of Cannonlsm. Vaheylsm and 
Hatfield Ism. Mr. White oald he did 
not know whether to classify himself 
<a* an Insurgent regular or a regular 
Insurgent, but was content to be Just 
ia plain representative of the best city, 
bar none, in the t ommonwealth.

Colonel Kingsbury referred tenderly 
to the late Dr. H. J. Patrick in intro¬ 
ducing his successor, Rev. J. Edgar 
Park, pastor of the West Newton Con- 
gi egutlonal Ghuroh. Mr. Park made 
a. stirring address, which was re¬ 
ceived with great applause. He re¬ 
ferred to his birth and education in 
another country, as a possible reason 
w ay he had no right to speak on such 
an occasion, but he stated that as he 
might see things from a different 
point of view, ihe would call attention 
to a few matters wihich liad struck 
him quite forcibly. In the first place 
he said that there was never such a 
country which had stub good luck 
Jn .-he causes for which It had fought. 
While other nations had engaged in 
wars, principally for self aggrandize¬ 
ment, the United Spates had a great 
moral principle behind the two great 
wars In which it had fought, in be¬ 
half of the human race. As a result 
your wars will stand in all future 
history. He hod also been struck 
with the diffeient attitude of the old 
soldier in this country. They were 
not living on idle reputation won in 
the battle field, but were occupying 
high positions In all walks of ‘life. 
They were honored for what ihev 
were still doing as well as for what 
they had done. He also rejoiced in 
ihe lessons you were giving the chil¬ 
dren in patriotism and bringing home 
to every child the great sunset of the 
g* at wars. In closing Mr. Park gave 
eloquent thanks to the veterans for 
making this country what it Is for 
his children. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Park's ad¬ 
dress three cheers were given for 
"Old England." 

Other remarks were made bv De¬ 
partment Commander H. J. McOam- 
mon. Sons of Veterans; Mr. James S. 
Cannon, Rev. H, Gaunt Person, Com¬ 
mander L. T. Putnam. S. of V.; Al¬ 
derman G. M. Cox and Rev. V. B. 
White. A message of sympathy was 
sent lo <Mr. Jetsse C. Ivy, a Confed¬ 
erate veteran, and ihanks were given 
the Daughters of Vetera ns and the 
Boys' Brigades for their service.

FATAL FIRE 


A Are In which one man was killed 
and another badly Injured occurred 
on 'Monday evening about 10:30 
o'clock in the barn on the Brooke 
estate, corner of Centre and Saitgent 
streets, Newton. The barn was used 
as a residence by Thomas Fletcher 
and family, consisting of his wife and 
four-year-old eon, and by Gilbert Cro- 
mie, a gardener employed in the 
neighborhood. The Fletcher family 
retired just before 10. o'clock and 
■were anoused by the shouts of pass¬ 
ers by, who noticed flames coming out 
of the lower story. Mr. Fletcher 
found the flames so furious that be 
immediately returned and took hiB 
wife and child out of the building, 
nltho the ptalrB were burning at the 
time. The place Is a long up-hill run 
for both the Newton and Centre Cen* 
tre fire appafiatuB and it was some 
time before the firemen were at work. 
By this time the building was well 
ablaze. A group of firemen working 
In a shed attached to the rear of the 
-main building were precipitated Into 
the cellar by ithe falling In of the 
roof and had to be helped out by lad¬ 
ders. By the time the men had fought 
their way Into the second story of 
the main building wond was 'brought 
that Cromle was missing, and his 
body was soon found, with life ex¬ 
tinct. He was slightly deaf, and It 
Is presumed that he was not awakened 
until too late for him to reach a place 
of safety and he was suffocated by 
the smoke. While the firemen 'were 
engaged In removing the body the 
roof of the main barn fell upon them 
and badly injuring Capt. A. I. English 
of Newton Centre in the back. He 
was taken to his home In an automo¬ 
bile. The loss Is estimated at about 
$3000. 

Oromie’s body was taken to Clinton 
on Tuesday for burial. He was 22 
years of age and a native of Ireland.

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UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

It Is very probable that the legis¬ 
lature will bo prorogued within the 
next few days, unless the proposed 
'investigating commitiec on conditions 
at the Lyman School are ordered to 
report to this General i’ourt. The 
matter has aroused considerable at¬ 
tention f.iam the recent suicide of a 
14-yenr-old boy at that institution. 

Governor Draper has honored this 
city again In his selection of ex-Rep¬ 
resent alive James A. Ixnvell of Ohest- 
nut Hill as chairman of the newly 
organized commission to consider the 
workingmen's compensation law. Mr. 
Lowell ought to make good in that 
position. , 

Representative Ellis took part in 
tne debate on Wednesday on the bill 
for appropriations for the AmherBt 
Agricultural College, of which he is 
trustee. The opposition to the ap¬ 
propriation came over tne Item of 
$24,500 for an athletic field. Members 
of tile Ways and Means committee 
of last year stale that the appropria¬ 
tion for that year, while cut down 
from the amount requested, was In¬ 
tended to include this athletic field. 
The act was worded, however, so that 
the amount could be used for an ath¬ 
letic field "or other purposes," and 
as the amount was not deemed large 
enough by the trustees, they used the 
money for "other purposes" and came 
down this year for the athletic field. 
The motion to strike out the item 
was lost by a narrow margin and the 
whole appropriation was authorized 
by the House. 

The Elevated hill to hold stock in 
other street railway companies will 
be considered by the Railroad and 
Tmnslt Commissions this summer 
nnd reported hack to the House next 
year. 

All our representatives voted 
against the hill to allow the inspec¬ 
tion of safe deposit boxes of deceased 
persons by representatives of the 
state, ami it was defeated. Mr, White 
again voted against the bill to tax 
deposits In the savings bank depart- 
niems of trust companies, and Mr. 
Bothfeld and Mr. Ellis voted fon the 
bill, which was passed by the House. 

Tiie Berkshire bill was finally 
passed by the House on Monday, our 
representatives taking the same stand 
ns last week. Mr. Bothfeld and Mr. 
Ellis in favor, and Mr. White op- 
IKxscd. On two similar bills for other 
companies, our representatives divid¬ 
ed the same way. but one was passed 
by the House, while the other was 
defeated. Our representatives voted 
Holldlv against the bill to provide 
punishment for making false returns 
to the railroad commissioners, alt ho 
they were in the minority. Mr. Botli- 
feld and Ellis voted in favor of re¬ 
considering the engrossment of a re¬ 
solve relative to investigation of hold¬ 
ing companies for street railway, gas 
and electric light business, and Mr. 
White was opposed. On the passage 
of lhe resolve after reconsideration. 
-Mr .Ellis voted in favor while Mr. 
Bo hfeld and Mr. White were op¬ 
posed. All three were opposed to the 
substitution of the Saunders amend¬ 
ment to the bill relative to transport¬ 
ation of milk, but were in a sad min¬ 
ority on the question. 

Senator Mulligan voted against the 
THkhom bill relative to requiring a 
permit cf inspection before milk 
could bo sold In Boston. The bill 
appears to be a most reasonable one 
from the standpoint of the consumer 
and ihe Senator was fortunately in 
a ni!iio:i»fv on the matter. 

The bill for a $25,000 bath house in 
Somerville, chargeable to the Metro¬ 
politan district, was fortunately de¬ 
feated after the Senate Ways and 
Means committee had reported ad¬ 
versely. This bill opened up a most 
unfortunate condition of affairs when 
judged from a Newton standpoint. It 
probably means that improvements in 
the Metropolitan district of a local 
nature will undoubtedly meet with 
the combined opposition of the re¬ 
mainder of the district which bears 
a iHirtlon of the expense. With the 
large amount of undeveloped Metro¬ 
politan a ilea In Newton, such a con¬ 
dition may work a distinct injustice 
to this city. I do not believe a mat¬ 
ter like a buth house would ever be | 
proposed by the elty of Newton at 
Metropolitan expense, but if a wor¬ 
thy project should be urged by the 
city, there is no telling how far the 
opposition might go In Its methods 
The need of a stronger government 
for the MetrojKilitun district l» becom¬ 
ing more important every day.

Some other 
people do not see things our way nnd 
it If, very distressing even to them 
because they have to climb through 
the snow anti slush as we do nnd 1 
heartily concur and urge the hoard 
to push this through and adopt It as 
a law, 

Mr. C. E. Kelsey said: Wo have 
some good sidewalks Hint the board 
hns given to us and we ought to 
have more sidewalks and better side¬ 
walks. Ouu sidewalks nro of very 
little use if there is a foot of snow- 
on them. 1 am very heartily in favor 
of this and think the other people 
are. it is very disagreeable if we 
have lmlf clear and the other half 
covered up. We have slippery side¬ 
walks and the city spends some 
money In sanding them ami If the 
snow was all cleared off we would 
not have to do much of this. The 
city is doing its share In trying to 
remove the snow and now only the 
action of the board la needed to call 
the at lent ion of the peiuons there to 
clear ofT their sidewalks and make a 
sidewalk lit to use. 

Mr. A. E. Alvord an Id: I am in 
favor of tliis petition largely because 
i think this compulsory order would 
contribute to my comfort. I am one 
of those who shovel ofT my sidewalk, 
but what mu I to do If my neighbors 
on either side do not do the same 
thing? From a real estate standpoint 
this would he desirable. T think any¬ 
thing that contributes to the well 
being and good order of a community 
j will help n?nl estate and I think the 
few cases of real hardship are more 
than offset by the general benefits. 

On the matter of laying out of apor- 
tion or Floral street ns a public street 
objection was made by Mr. Curtin 
Smith for Miss Ellen Lane. Mr. 
Smith's argument was to the effect 
that because Miss Lane's land taken 
for the widening of Boylston street 
and the abolition of grade crossings 
was below grade. 

'Mayor Hatfield sent in a commun¬ 
ication recommending the printing of 
a new edition of the Revised Ordi¬ 
nances. and submitted a letter of the 
city solicitor relative to condition of 
Crystal Lake. A hearing wins grant¬ 
ed 'Mr. W. M. Noble on t!he latter 
matter. 

Alderman Lyons drew’ the names 
of w. H. Eaves, Lowell avenue; John 
H. Jack, Prospect street; Albert G. 
Seavey, Page road, nnd Lewis F.

The recommendation of Hie license 
comm It toe ihnt Young ft Thompson, 
granted license to operate two power 
boats on the Charles River, be limited 
to 25 passengers to each boat and lie 
required to carry on each boat nt 
least eight regulation life preservers 
•nnd IT sections of cork seat cushions 
moused a long debate. 

O.vlers were passed for observance 
of June 17, for observance of July 

4. to allow fireworks on July 4, to 
authorize the oily ejerk to issue li¬ 
censes 1 o sell fireworks, to prohibit 
discharge of firecrackers before 4 a. 
in. on July 4 authorizing perambula¬ 
tion of boundary line with Watertown, 
for concrete sidewalks unden better¬ 
ment act on Roekledge nnd Wood- 
cliff roads, and granting the Edison 
Co. pole locations nt the various rail¬ 
road bridges for street lighting pur¬ 
poses. 

On recommendation or the license 
committee the licenses granted 
Young ft Thompson to operate power 
boats on the Clinrles River were re¬ 
stricted to 2o passengers each nnd to 
carry eight regulation life preservers 
and nt lenBt 17 sections of cork seat 
cushions. There was a long debate 
over this matteu Alderman Cox main¬ 
taining that It was unjust to require 
tliie licensees to go to large expense 
for new scat cushions. His amend¬ 
ment to strike out this restriction 
was defeated and the order passed ns 
reconi mended. 

Considerable debate followed Alder¬ 
man Doherty's order that all holders 
of sixth-class liquor licenses should 
bo ordcied to appear before the li¬ 
cense committee before June 20 and 
show enuse why they should be al¬ 
lowed to continue to hold such li¬ 
censes. Alderman Doherty stated 
that he believed a thoro Invest lgation 
should be made of the druggist liquor 
business all over the city and that 
Nonautum should not bo singled out 
for more rigid scrutiny by the police. 
The alderman hinted that reports re¬ 
ceived by the committee showed that 
other druggists needed Investigation 
and he believed they all ought to be 
summoned befone the committee. Af¬ 
ter considerable debate the order was 
defeated. 

Tho hoard adjourned at 10:50 
o'clock.

As all these clubs withdrew on ac¬ 
count of dues, the General Federation 
State Secretary strongly recommends 
that the clubs so change their consti¬ 
tutions ns to add to their regular 
club dues ten cents each for the Gen¬ 
eral Federation dues, making them, 
as was intended, really per capita 
dues.

EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

The department of Education held 
a successful conference at the New 
England Woman’s Club rooms on De¬ 
cember 2nd. The object of this meet¬ 
ing was to promote closer relations 
between home and school and for the 
betterment of moral training ln the 
public schools.

LIBRARY EXTENSION AND SET¬ 
TLEMENT WORK 

The Committee have urged that 
much thought be given this year to 
every phase of work in the Library 
of the respective towns of the State.

The Ladles' Physiological In¬ 
stitute sent n Traveling Library of 
many books to n station in North Car¬ 
olina from which a request had come. 

The Brockton Club which bus sent 
two libraries out of the State in past 
years, at the suggestion of the Stale 
Committee this year, have started the 
nucleus of a library in a settlement of 
one of the Ca)>e towns where no 11- 
brato’ was easily available. 

The State Committee have sqnt 
fcookq to one lown lu the State where 
the library has been burned, and to 
several stations outside 'the State. 
The Kx Club of Boston has given a 
very valuable library of new and mod¬ 
ern books which is not yet placed. 
The committee would again cull the 
attention of clubs to the valuable 
Stuto Federation Reference Library.

Several clubs have aided in beauti¬ 
fying their (owns by planting trees, 
erecting drinking fountains, placing 
park seats, cleaning the streets and 
Inspiring the people to make their 
homes and gardens more attractive. 

Litctnture on art matters, for ihe 
Reading Room, has been given to Its 
Public Library, by one club. One club 
has introduced the Library Art Club 
into Its Public Library. 

54 clubs have visited the Museum 
of Fine Arts, representing 1072 club 
members, and have studied its treas¬ 
ures under the helpful guidance of the 
Docent. 

The Schools have shared the privi¬ 
lege of visiting the Museum, and 82 
schools with a total number of 1305 
children have visited the Museum. 

A Conference was held at the Mu¬ 
seum of Fine Ai$a Jan. 18. Four pa¬ 
pers on Art Subjects were read, the 
chairmen of various clubs gave ohort 
accounts of the .art work done by their 
dubs. Mr. Fairbanks spoke on "The 
Educational Value of the Museum.” 
A most stimulating meeting. 

Papers on Art Subjects have been 
prepared by members of the Commit¬ 
tee and read before small clubs. 

The outline of the woik of the Com¬ 
mittee was read before six clubs. 

The Committee has kept In touch 
will, all Alt Exhibitions in Boston, 
and with the work of the Art and Man 
uai Training Schools. 

It has been its aim to awaken i 
deener interest in Art matters, that 
ail may comprehend that Art. Aits 
and Crafts, and Civic Art have a great 
Influence on the lives of the people 
of all nations.

The second leaflet on the "Drama" 
was inspired and distributed through 
the suggestion of our Stale President 
and the answers received from the 
questions have been very gratifying 
and Inspiring toward something bet¬ 
ter, especially in the line of diiama 
another year. 

The Drama League has been organ¬ 
ized for the systematic study of the 
drama and for the practical support 
of good, moral, uplifting plays, which 
will give us a deeper, truer, saner, 
more wholesome view of life.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMICS COMMIT¬ 
TEE 

The Chairman of the Household 
Economics Committee Is happy to re¬ 
port that 130 clubs responded to our 
list of questions and, of this number, 
ninety-five expressed themselves as 
more or less interested In our sub¬ 
ject. 

The questions aimed, first: to ascer¬ 
tain how much was being done by the 
clubs in Home Economics; second, 
just where they stood as repairs the 
teaching of domestic science in the 
public schools and the provision of 
nutritive school lunches; and thirdly, 
If any extension work along these 
lines was lx>ing done for the benefit 
of the public at large. 

Fifty-five clubs reported depart¬ 
ments of Home Economics with at 
least a chairman. 

SUtv-fpur of the clubs devoted at 
least one public program to some 
phase of the subject. 

"The Nutritive Value and Cost of 
Food” was the subject most often 
considered, with "Household Furnish¬ 
ing and Decoration” a close second. 
"Principles of Oooketry” and "House¬ 
hold Hygiene”, third: “Labor Saving 
Uteusila" and "Study of Child Life", 
fourth. 

Nineteen clubs report classes, lec¬ 
ture courses or conferences doing ac¬ 
tive work. Several clubs have been 
instrumental In placing the "Library 
of Home Economics” in their public 
libraries. 

Eight clubs have directly influen¬ 
ced the in tnnb let ion of the teaching 
of Domestic Science into theln public 
schools, while four more have brought 
their influence more or less directly 
to boar u|Ktn it.

In Massachusetts many cities nnd 
towns are teaching some form of I>o- 
mestlc Science, many more air* aer- 
Jously considering it; we have a 
wealth of instructors and trained ex¬ 
perts, The club women have not as 
yet largely availed themselves of the 
opportunities offered in this line but 
there Is evidence that much earnest 
effort Is being made which must sure¬ 
ly develop into thorough and system¬ 
atic work: an increasing number of 
clubs are interested forty Thtee sig¬ 
nifying their Intention to do some¬ 
thing worth while doing another year, 
and. considering the incompleteness 
of the returns, the report is. on the 
whole most encouraging.

FOOD SANITATION. 

The Department of Food Sanita¬ 
tion represents one of the most vital 
Interests of the home, and appeals to 
home-makers. If women had con¬ 
tinued to superintend their own 
kitchens, preserving fruits and vege¬ 
tables. curing meats, and by their 
own industry storing away the win¬ 
ter’s supply, there would be little 
need of Pure Food Lawa. We have 
gradually done less and less, until It 
Is out of our control, and we are beg¬ 
ging for law-s to protect us from the 
Manufacturer’s greed. Women still 
have one tremendous advantage; If 
they would use it intelligently it 
would correct many evils, it is the 
buyer's power, which is almost en¬ 
tirely in the hands of housekeepers. 
The manufacturers and retailers are 
influenced by the demands of the 
consumer, which places the respon¬ 
sibility upon the buyer. 

When we were first infromed, by 
the leaders of the Pure Food move¬ 
ment, that the beautiful red cherries 
In bottles were bleached, and dyed 
with coal tar colors, we were shocked 
at our Ignorance and resolved to be 
better Informed, and know what to 
buy. We are urging the thoughtful 
intelligent women to help us arouse 
the careless, indifferent ones to their 
responsibilities. 

All women who are mothers ought 
to know the value of pure wholesome 
food. Educating mothers is the best 
means we can use against the evils 
that threaten the proper development 
of children. We see so many chil¬ 
dren, poorly nourished, which Is 
more often from ignorance than pov¬ 
erty. They are doing fine educ.ational 
work at the Milk Depots in Boston. 
One of the most serious problems we 
face today is, how to obtain clean, 
pure milk? It is absolutely necessary 
in order to reduce the death rate 
among infants. 

The state of New Jersey has an 
excellent law. which places the power 
to inspect and certify milk in the 
hands of a reputable medical society. 
There Is a movement in Massachu¬ 
setts (which was instigated by Dr. 
Ward of Worcester) to have a state 
law similar to New Jersey. It is a 
cruel injustice to our children to al¬ 
low a matter of so much Importance 
to remain as it is. now, dominated 
by politics. 

We are also ln need of a sanitar> 
inspection law similar to one passed 
recently in North Dakota, providing 
for the sanitation of bakeries, can¬ 
neries. confectioneries, restaurants, 
hotels, groceries, markets and all 
other food producing establishments. 

Many people look on the extermina¬ 
tion of files as hopeless, but thins 
of how the people in the south have 
controlled yellow fever by destroying 
mosquitoes. They had a greater 
problem than we have in fighting flies, 
if we go about it intelligently and 
energetically. 

It is strange that people can be 
careless and passive when scientists 
are telling us that flies are the cause 
of a great deal of typhoid lover, 
which has been a scourge to thi^ 
country for years. England fought 
this battle and won, on the ground 
of files bedng a common nuisance. 
They did not know at that tune nil 
(he scientists are telling us today 
about bacteria. 

The Honest Isabel is of great edu¬ 
cational value, ami is our protection 
from harmful adulteration* and pre- 
senvatlves.

ISTATE FEDERATION ATLYNN 


Notwithstanding lowering skies, 
several hmt<1 roil dub women flBHem- 
*ble<l at the FI rot. Unlversalist Church 
nt Lynn on (Monday afternoon fOT the 
opening of the 18th annual meeting 
of the Mflftsnohusetts State Federa¬ 
tion of Women's Clubs. Promptly at 
3 o’clock the meeting was called to 
order by Miss Geongie A. Bacon of 
Worcester president of the Federa¬ 
tion. Welcome io ibe city of "Ion: her 
and lightning" was extended by Mrs. 
A. Txnilse Collins, president of the 
North Shore Club, and chairman of 
the local committee of arrangements, 
representing the hostesses of the day. 
who were l<he five federated clubs of 
the city together with the Woman’s 
Club House Corporation. -Mins Ba¬ 
con In her response spoke of the oc¬ 
casion as the first dutdng her term of 
sendee when the welcome came from 
so many hearts, for the hostesses 
numbered more ihnn a thousand wo¬ 
men. Referring to the Federal ion’s 
previous visit to Lynn ami the line of 
subjects presented at that time the 
said that even they testify to the 
growth In aim and action. 

"Look hack to thnt day. if you will, 
nnd Ihlnk of the progress that lins 
been yours nnd ours. Then we 
naked you to consider the underly¬ 
ing principle of the purely literary 
club. Today we bring you a record 
of woman’s larger work, n program i 
that will give a clear conception of 
what we are and do. nnd an echo 
from the biennial convention of that 
great national, I might say Interna¬ 
tional organization, of which we are 
a part; all with the hope that 
through this more intimate relation 
of hostess and guest we may stimu¬ 
late your Interest in us and Increase 
your desire to come Into close touch 
with tbe work of our organization, 
which is fast being recognized as a 
power for good ihroughout our state 
and In our nation. 

"Without doubt your problems ane 
those of most clubs. Ts not oppor¬ 
tunity always knocking nt your door? 
Listen to her call and remember 'that 
accepting responsibility in the spirit 
of true service you are turning “the 
common dust of servile opportunity 
o gold.” 'Mav these two days to¬ 
gether strengthen the co-operative 
spirit in this sisterhood of clubs and 
may they emphasize to each and all 
of its the worth and Influence of fed¬ 
erated womankind.’’ 

The convention then turned lo the 
routine business of the annual meet¬ 
ing. reports of officers, of tbe special 
1 committees, Badge, Meetings and 
Press—and of the following standing 
committees: Bureau of Information, 
Education, Library Extension and Set- 
ilenient Work. Art. Literature, Music, 
extracts f.nm which will be found be¬ 
low. 

The session was adjourned in time 
:o allow the visiting delegates to seek 
.heir places of entertainment in ample 
season for dinner. The officers and 
members of tihe Executive Board were 
entertained in the homes of Lynn 
club women, while delegates were ac¬ 
commodated at two hotels In Swamp* 
scott and the Hotel Tudor at Nahant. 

An organ recital was given during 
the half-hour before the evening ses¬ 
sion by Mr. J. Arthun Brown. First on 
the evening’s program was a group 
of songs by Miss Marion J. Hender¬ 
son, two of which were by Schumann 
whose 100th nn ill versa ry was lo occur 
In a few days. 

The rest of the session was devoted 
to reports of the Tenth Biennial Con¬ 
vention of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs held in May at ( , 1n- 
cinnatl. 'Mrs. Lilias Folger spoke of 
the business, Mts. Flora F. Peabody 
of Hie molding, 'Mrs. Jennie B. Wad- 
leigh of the evening sessions. Mrs. 
Emmons Crocker and Mrs. Jeanette 
M. Tyler of the conferences, and Mrs. 
Henry L. Patrick of the social side. 
All these were exceptionally good and 
•with the background of the Ninth Bi¬ 
ennial In mind the delegates -felt al¬ 
most as if they had been present 
themselves. 

At nine o’clock the hostesses ten¬ 
dered a charming reception In the new 
club house adjoining ihe church. In 
the receiving line were the presidents 
of the hostess clubs and of the Club 
House Corporation, together with the 
presidents and vice-presidents of the 
Federation. Upon the stage with iis 
woodland scenery and foreground of 
potted plants and palms a Indies' or¬ 
chestra dispensed music. After pass¬ 
ing through the receiving line the 
guests were directed to the hall be¬ 
low where refreshments were served 
and friends could meet socially. The 
club house lias been dascnlbed In a 
previous Issue of the Graphic and it 
certaiuly lends itself admirably to an 
occasion of this sort. 

Again overcast skies and a misty 
rain greeted the guests on Tuesday 
morning regardless of the gorgeous 
sunset of the previous evening. But 
nothing daunted the delegates flocked 
to the city from all directions ami 
even by nine-thirty a good sized aud¬ 
ience was on hand for the organ ne- 
cltul. this lime by Mrs. Katherine M.

The f|U«8flon of allowing organiza¬ 
tions having similar purposes to the 
Federation to affiliate with the Fed¬ 
eration was presented In the form of 
an amendment io the by-laws. In¬ 
stead of joining as a regular club and 
paying a pert capita tax. It w»g pro¬ 
posed ihat such organizations be ad¬ 
mitted to affiliated membership, pay¬ 
ing a fee of $."> 0 . .nnd being entitled to 
only three delegates who would not 
be eligible lo office. After some dis¬ 
cussion and many questions the 
amendments were carried. The pur¬ 
pose of this change Is to bring Into 
closer relations to the Federotlon or¬ 
ganizations of parallel objects, but 
whir Hi exist for special purposes. At 
present the Federation urges nil clubs 
to follow suggestions laid out by it 
and to work along these special lines 
In the case of the affiliated organiza¬ 
tions they would not be In duty bound 
to divert their work from any of the 
lines for which they primarily exist 

The program was well laid out and 
the reporis from the various depart¬ 
ments were grouped so ihat subjects 
closely allied were presented at the 
same time. As will be noticed the 
more purely cultural subjecls. of art. 
literature, music, education were put 
together on the first afternoon. At 
the Tuesday morning session came 
reports from four other closely allied 
departments, Housefold Economics, 
Food Sanitation, Industrial Conditions 
of Women and Children and the Con¬ 
sumers’ League. The address that fol¬ 
lowed these repoits was an appro¬ 
priate conclusion to the morning’s 
program. 


Miss Laura Drake Gill. Chairman of 
Education Jn the General Federation 
and President of the Association of 
Collegiate Alumnae, spoke in regard 
to "The Economic Status of Women." 
She summarized briefly the statistics 
compiled through the last census 
about the occupation of women. They 
show that twenty per cent of Ameri¬ 
can women are wage-earners at some 
time In their lives, and that their 
term of service averages a little less 
than four and a half years; while 
ninety per cent of the American men 
a:,e wage-earners, and their average 
duration of service is twenty years. 

'Moreover the wage-earning of wom¬ 
en is almost exclusively confined to 
those for whom it is a financial neces¬ 
sity, running up to 43 per cent for the 
colored women, and down to 14 per 
cent for native born white women; , 
on the contrary among men the per¬ 
centage remains practically the same 
for nil social classes. 

The wage-earning woman is also 
a young woman; over 32 per cent of 
all are in the youngest group of all— 
from 16 to 20 years of age. This 
shows that, from an economic point 
of view, marriage may be considered 
a profession for women. That is, it 1 
usually gives them two things which 
men obtain through their occupa¬ 
tion:—It secures a livelihood and It 
Imposes regular duties. 

In comparing; the increases by de- 
cades, statistics show that in the 
period from 1880 to 1800 there wns 
the only sudden or large increase In , 
women's work. Those were the years | 
when women broke down the barriers i 
against professional opportunity. Pur* j 
ing the last decade, from 1890-1900 
the increase was practically as for 
all the earlier decodes of the century 
—a paltry fraction of a single per 
ceat. 

The character of this increase, how¬ 
ever, has been most Interesting. It 
has been almosi entirely among the 
girls of well-to-do families. That is. 
the increase of women in ihe profes¬ 
sional class has boon twenty-five 
times as great as In the lose intellec 
tual forms of work, which we call 
skilled and unskilled labor. 

Has not the Census Bureau un- 
earihed the much discussed new 
woman? She is not the woman in 
Industry, who Is as old os ihe race; 
neither is she the eelif indulgent I 
spendthrift, who dates back to Home 
and Babylon. The really “new wom¬ 
an" is the woman clergyman, jour¬ 
nalist, architect, lawyer; the woman 
whose professional self-expression has 
Increased from three to five-fold in 
ten short years. 

It is among well-to-do families that 
the loss of skilled household indus¬ 
tries has wrought greatest harm to 
American women; for no group of 
people remain more Intelligent or con¬ 
scientious than their dally duties de¬ 
mand. The rich women must do 
worthy service in some way In order 
to keep worthy in character and abil¬ 
ity. So every woman should have a 
skilled occupation, not only for in¬ 
surance against possible reverses, but 
for her self-respect nnd personal de¬ 
velopment. 

However the practice of this skilled 
occupation may be Interrupted by 
marriage and yearn of dose confine¬ 
ment to the interests of little <dill- 
d-ien, it will give the only sure 
foundation for wise work in the years 
of second leisure—wheu children are 
grown and women ure free for the 
many public services which our busy 
men cannot render The development 
of a habit of public work, and of a 
sen so of rettponslblllty In those civic, 
condition* which are now in the con¬ 
trol of women is the proper prelim¬ 
inary safeguard lo the suffrage. All 
IH*>ple should have their rights: all 
people should enjoy their reasonable 
privilege*; yet neither of those good 
things Is so essential to happiness as 
the possession of definite worthy 
duties. When every woman shall 
have a clear conception of her special 
duty, urgent enough to call out her 
highest intellgeuoe ami skill; then,

“An Evening with Modern 
French C'om posers," was by far t'he 
most ambitious the Polymnla has 
ever attempted. It being necessary to 
send to Paris for most of the music. 
Fortunate as this club has been In 
Us assisting talent, notably so 
throughout tills season, never before 
has it had the good fortune to pie- 
sent such an array of soloists and of 
such wide reputation. The singing 
of the Polymnla under Madame Mar¬ 
tinez's mnsicianly direction gave 
proof that It Is Indeed a club t'hat 
works, and that Its work boars fruit. 
To attempt such difficult music as 
"Ijos Frileuses" and “lx» Cheerier©*' 
shows the ambition and determinal Ion 
that animates this little club. Solos 
by Miss Emily Hayden and Mrs. 
Alee Worcester Weeks. Miss Mary 
C Coxeter made her first appear¬ 
ance as accompanist for the Polym¬ 
nla, doing extremely good work with 
these exacting and capricious accom 
pan Intents. The “St. John's Eve" 
was not congenial to Miss Hayden, 
but the full, rich quality of her voice 
showed to advantage in the solo of 
"La Chevriere," which she sang with 
feeling and expression. 

The Grle»g Tulo (Miss ‘Marguerite 
Pearson, violin; Mrs. Ella ThompBon- 
Hall. ’cello; 'M<rs. Minnie G. del Cas¬ 
tillo, piano), held the audience spell¬ 
bound from the first note. The trio 
numbers were the exception to the 
evening’s being entirely of French 
composers. ‘Miss Pearson’s graceful 
playing is a charm In Itself, to which 
she adds extraordlnaifc* breadth and 
brilliance of tone and beauty of ex¬ 
pression. tMirs. Thompson-Hall con¬ 
tributes a broad, vibrant, mellow 
handling of her cello that shows her 
mastery of her instrument, which 
woke an answering thrill in her hear¬ 
ers. Mrs. del Castillo's superb play¬ 
ing found better 1 opportunity to show 
Itself In the exquisite Debussey music 
of her solo number, but the finish 
and sympathy of her playing were at 
cnee evident in the trio ensemble. 
The Polymnla hopes another eeason 
to give the public an opportunity to 
hear all the members of this delight¬ 
ful trio in solo as well as ensemble 
work. Such music Is res'.ful and In¬ 
spiring and sends us on our way re¬ 
joicing. 

Madame Martinez, beautiful as her 
singing always Is, certainly neven 
sang more charmingly than in the 
"Chanson d’AvrU" of Gounod’s. As 
an encore, she yielded to the demand 
for that wonderful laughing song that 
many great singers have tried and 
but one or two have sung acceptably 
It is a veritable triumph to sing It as 
Madanie does; to give It such light¬ 
ness and abandon. 

Last but not least oame the "Con- 
ceristuck for two pianofortes" by 
Chaminade: Opus 40. 'Miss Coughlin 
merits warm praise for her playing 
of the prlmo part. Her technique Is 
clear and brilliant, and she showed 
herself sure and self-possessed. Mr. 
Law' may well he proud of this young 
pupil and ‘Miss Oouglhlln must cer¬ 
tainly owe much to ’her teacheT. Mr. 
Law’s reading of the second piano 
oart was thoughtful and mustclanly 
In interpretation. The rough, peas¬ 
ant quality of this gifted Breton com¬ 
poser, Chaminade, was well brought 
out and contrasted with Its other 
■themes of grace and beauty. If the 
program proved a trifle long. It must 
be laid to the enthusiasm of the audi¬ 
ence, greedy of the good things with¬ 
in reach, and to the generous re¬ 
sponse of the artists to the demand 
for encoues.

Willard to ihe Hyde School a few 
quotations In icgard to the artist 
Darius Cobb of Newton Upper Fans 
may be of Interest to your readers. 

Dnrius Cobb with his twin brother 
Cyrus was born in the birth cham¬ 
ber of Adoniram J nelson, the great 
missionary at Malden. Mass., Aug. (1. 
1834. The foundation of the brothers' 
varied attainments which have made 
thein names prominent aside from 
their art was laid In their early youth 
when they made It a rule to rise at 
*1 o’clock, study music until breakfast, 
art until the middle of the afternoon, 

( and their literary studies until mid¬ 
night. * * * What the twin broth¬ 
ers, Cyrus and DarluB Cobb, have done 
for American art can scancely he even 
hinted at. Suffice It to say that in 
rhe realms of historical painting and 
sculpture they stand unrivalled.. 

About 30 years ago Darius produced 
"Christ Before Pilate/* which has 
taken rank as one of the great mas¬ 
terpieces of modern times. It is uni¬ 
versally pronounced the best renden- 
Ing of the Saviour ever produced in 
art. He stands in the front rank of 
portrait painters. 

From “Massachusetts of Today,’ a 
memorial for the Columbian Exposi¬ 
tion, we quote; “Cyrus, twin broth¬ 
er, after a successful Iaw r practice of 
ten years, returned to his painting 
for a short time. One ‘Warren at the 
Old South’ hangs in the Boston Art 
'Museum. His busts have won him 
renown. The statue of America Is 
one «f the most beautiful. • • • 

In the realms of historical painting 
land sculpture they stand unrivalled. 

• • * Darius established nis 

] name ns one of the greatest historl* 
1 cal painters of modern times." 

Among his latest historical paint¬ 
ings at his Boston studio are “Fatner 
Abraham" and “The LaBt Comrade's 
Final Tribute,” a (Memorial Day scene 
tn which “the last survivor of the 
Grand Army of the Republic is shown 
as placing flowers for the last time 
on a comnad<*'s grave. An apotheosis 
of the Grand Army Is represented 
with thousands of comrades descend¬ 
ing from the heavens led by the mar¬ 
tyred President and the conquering 
generals to join in the final tribute, 
A rainbow of peace spans the heav¬ 
ens." 

Of “Abraham" an art critc has writ¬ 
ten: “The nobility of the gesture, 

the combination of deepest reveuence 
and conscious power are expressive 
of all that is most grand In man's re¬ 
lation to God. The impersonal, rep- 
character of the father 
of a nation’s appeal to his uod as 
the Gnd of the comtng nation, the 
priestly intercession for the genera¬ 
tions yet unborn seem suggested by 
the mount of vision upon which the 
, patriarch stands and the boiling 
’ landscape wrapped in gloom and dim¬ 
ly unfolded that spreads out beneath 
Ills feet. And brooding over all is 

the soul of the dreamer- thet dome* 

like brow and glowing introspective 
’ eye.

STATE FEDERATION 

(Continued from preceding page.) 

FORESTRY COMMITTEE. 

Dmllng the pn*t. year 134 clubs have 
re|>orted the name of a forestry chair¬ 
man. white wmi€ others announce a 
committee. To these have been sent 
reprints of (forestry articles from Fed¬ 
eration Bulletin and an “Outline for 
Study upon Conservation." The 
chairman has spoken lo 22 clubs dur¬ 
ing the year. 

By invitation or the Milton Wom¬ 
an's Club a conference -was 'held in 
’Milton, Nov. 4. The program con¬ 
sisted of short papers from several 
clubs reporting work done or planned 
by them along the lines of this de¬ 
partment, with a report upon the 
municipal foreet on the reservoir land 
In Fall River. 

To our list of annual questions, 
whose nature was much the same as 
last yean 117 clubs responded. From 
their answers the following Is 
gleaned: 

Club study has consisted almost en¬ 
tirely of one or more lectures or of 
papers by did) members, and nearly 
all the clubs reporting have some¬ 
thing of Utils sort. To such meetings 
sdhool children or the public generally 
are often Invited. Several clubs con¬ 
duct bind classes of members or of 
children of members, Audubon charts 
given to schools and leaflets distribut¬ 
ed upon the protection of birds and 
plants, bird walks and talks, and bird 
laws read lo children are among the 
work reported. 

Home and school gardens are usual¬ 
ly carried on by other organizations 
than women’s clubs and many such 
aie reported, the clubs co-operating. 
But a number of clubs themselves 
conducted gardens last summer and 
others are beginning the work this 
season. Two cities are reported as 
having school gardens on vacant lots 
and one city gives the use of such 
lots to the poor under a competent 
superintendent. A number of clubs 
have done more or less shade tree 
planting and many report work done 
and sometimes money spent toward 
the suppression of insect peels. Few 
show membei-sbip in the Forestry As¬ 
sociation, but the publications are 
said to he in a number of libraries. 
The use of the local press to arouse 
and educate public opinion is some- 
•what encouraging. A large number 
of clubs appear to understand the of¬ 
fice and duties of tree warden, and 
many mention some effort to co¬ 
operate with their shade tree officials. 
But the forest warden, with two or 
three exceptions, is still an unsolved 
conundrum. Who and what is this 
elusive, mysterious being? Is he a 
power -for good or evil? Is he worth 
investigating, and can he be assisted 
or improved by any feeble efforts of 
ours? To answer this last query your 
chalnman would say that in the per¬ 
formance of some of his delicate du¬ 
ties he does need a little more back¬ 
bone such as would be developed by 
the support of a strong, intelligent 
public sentiment. 

Another conundrum almost as hard 
as the forest warden is the question, 
“How much land in your town or 
city is under the management of the 
stale forester for the production of 
tlmbeif by scientific forestry rneth- 
ods?" Nonv there are 25 cities and 
towns In which forest plantations 
have been made and still others, as 
well as some of these, where cultiva¬ 
tion of existing woodland is going 
on, all under state management and 
for scientific production of commercial 
timber. Some of you here today live 
in or near these towns. Who will dis¬ 
cover the towns and the timber and 
the cultivation? And who will rail 
the attention of teachers and pupils 
to this local object lesson in teal 
forestry ns a vital part of practical 
nature study? 

Perhaps the most effective accom¬ 
plishment this year has been a bit of 
quick legislative work under the lead¬ 
ership of one of the bird members of 
ibis department. An excellent law 
for the protection of wild fowl In .Mas¬ 
sachusetts was threatened by a bill 
which bad passed the Senate and was 
pending In the House. An appeal was 
sent out to clubs all over the state 
ui©lng them to write In protest to 
their representatives in the Legisla¬ 
ture. The clubs responded nobly and 
actually, as was admitted by ilie ad¬ 
vocates of the bill, saved the day for 
the birds. 

The committee urges the clubs to 
consider the subjects of this depart¬ 
ment in their broad nation-wide as¬ 
pect and relations, a point of view 
which should add Inspiration and in¬ 
centive to all local work. It is too 
soon to look for large results, but we 
earnestly urge the committees In plan¬ 
ning their work to consider the out¬ 
lines for study just issued and to pro¬ 
cure the handbook which will be pub¬ 
lished this summer ready for the fall 
work.

CIVIL 8 ERVICE REFORM COMMIT¬ 
TEE. 


What Is the principle upon which 
a good business man carried forward 
to success the large lutenests that 
oorne under his control? Does he 
send bis office 'boy across seas to buy 
goods? Docs lie call a funnier from 
the country to take charge of his 
steam heating plant? Does be choose 
a piofessor of Greek and Hebrew to 
Inspect, decide upon, and install the 
machinery for his new mill? No. He 
simply places <he right man in the 
right place, and keeps him there— 
promoting when bis ability and ex¬ 
perience ate needed higher up. lie 
can make a euccess of his business in 
no other way, and It is no criticism 
of the boy, the farmer or the profes¬ 
sor that he was not dhoseu—their 
abilities all lie in entirely different 
lines of work. And yet, in adiuinls- 
teriihg 4he government of city, state 
end nation w e reppeatediy see men 
placed in responsible positions who 
•have liad absolutely no tralniug or 
experience in the kind of work they 
are called to do. Civil service reform 
aims io have the affairs of government 
conducted upon Just the same busi¬ 
ness principle of putting the right 
man in the right place. 

All advocate* of (his reform claim 
that very much money la saved to the 


taxpayer, that very much belter ser¬ 
vice Is pendered, and that extrava¬ 
gance and corruption are In large 
measure stopped, when the best are 
thus called lo serve the state. 

As a united band of women, anxious 
to help this old world to better Ihirfgs 
we can exert great Influence, and 
your committee has tried the past 
year to arouse In our clubs a more 
active Interest in this vital subject. 
In oun work during the year we have 
cause for much encouragement, even 
though some disappointments have 
met us along the way. 

One hundred and fifty clubs have a 
civil service reform committee, By 
Invitation of the Hyde Park f'urrent 
Events Club this department held a 
conference In Hyde Park on Jan. 14. 
1910. Much thought and labor were 
expended In arranging the program 
and planning for the entertainment of 
the guests, but the elements were un¬ 
kind, and Jan. 14 gave ua the worst 
blizzard of the winter, so that very 
few were able to brave the storm and 
reach Hyde Park. 

The ctubB have been urged to work 
for two bills before the Legislature, 
one for Increasing the salaries of the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
other fo:l extension of the civil ser¬ 
vice rules to the collecting, treasury 
and penal institutions departments of 
Boston. 

In making up club programs for the 
coming year will you not devote one 
-meeting early in the season to the 
consideration of the educational and 
legislative work for thU reform, and 
with special reference to these bills? 
We have reason to nejoice over the 
defeat of the Spanish War Veterans’ 
preference bill, which came up In a 
somewhat changed form the past 
winter—and we are also rejoicing that 
we have three such honorable and 
courageous -nieu on our Civil Service 
C Commission. 

Peter Cooper used to say, “Be sure 
you’re right and then go ahead." We 
are sure that the merit system fur¬ 
nishes the only just and right basis 
upon which to administer the affairs 
of government, so let us follow his 
advice and “go ahead," lending our 
aid whenever and wherever we can. 

Given a righteous cause, and ear¬ 
nest women back of It, and in the 
bright lexicon of those earnest wom¬ 
en, “there's no such word as fall."

A beautiful memorial window, given 
by Sir. Harry L. Barrage in memory 
of his mother, Mrs. Ruby Childs Bur- 
rage of Wesl Newton, was dedicated 
last Sunday morning by Rev, Julian 
C Jaynes. 

The window is one of lhe beat ex¬ 
amples of modern English work ami 
Is Intended ns a companion piece to 
the one on the opposite side of the 
church. It represents Beenes from 
the >lfe of Jesus. The three princi¬ 
pal panels nelate to his Infancy, while 
the smaller ones depict events of his 
mature life. 

The central panel represents the 
nalIv.lty, and hears the Inscription, 
"His imme was called Jesus.” 

At the left the angels are seen 
announcing this message to the half- 
awakened shepherds. The inscription 
read*. "Behold. 1 bring you glad tid¬ 
ings of great joy.” 

On the right are the wise men from 
the far East, who, clad In splendid 
raiment, lay them costly gifts beside 
lhe cradle of the wondrous babe. This 
panel Is Inscribed with the words, 
"They rejoiced with exceeding great 
Joy,” 

The predlllas beginning at the left 
represents: First, lhe baptism at the 
beginning of Jesus’ ministry; second, 
his reception of the little children, as 
sym'bbls of the purity and simplicity 
of those who belong to the kingdom 
of God, and third, that remarkable 
scene in history where Christianity 
and Paganism stand face to face, and 
Jesus with tied hands confronts the 
Homan Pilate and quietly says: "I 
am come to bear witness to the 
truth.”

BELIEVES BOSTON NUBS IIEI0EB 


Gen. William A. Bancroft urges the 
need of «an unselfish leadership for 
the common Rood, which neither se¬ 
cretly nor In the open has any per¬ 
sonal advantage at stake. He de¬ 
clares that he does not consider the 
eventual -appearance of such leader¬ 
ship entirely a dream. The general 
Bays: 

What Boston needs is a leader— 
a man who would have for his ob¬ 
ject the ndvanoemont of the ttom*- 
munity, and for his incentive the 
consciousness of such an advance¬ 
ment. Such a man should be pos¬ 
sessed of the qualities of leadership, 
large capacity, large intelligence, 
sound judgment and good balance. 

Such a man should have abun¬ 
dant personal pecuniary resources; 
should be without political or finan¬ 
cial personal ambition, Indeed, with¬ 
out any ambition except to see the 
community developed along rational 
lines, lines that would not destroy 
vested Interests; Indeed, that would 
enable existing useful interests to 
act in harmony; that would direct 
community resources for the com¬ 
mon gcod. 

*Such a man would be selfish, but 
hU selfishness would be that of an 
amateur -athlete, a mem ben of an ath¬ 
letic team whose object is to anable 
his team to win, not to gain personal 
Advantage. This is sometimes called 
the ’spirit of team play.’ 

Harmony Necessary. 

“Of course, ‘team play’ would be 
essential to such a man. He would 
have to arouse harmonious action on 
the pan of the diverse elements 
in the community, but essentially he 
should be a leader of men, not for 
his personal gain, but for the gain 
of the entire community. 

The need may be illustrated by 
contrasting it with many ‘movements' 
which have been projected. The in¬ 
strumentality would be the opposite 
of these. Such a man would not make 
use of public sentiment to build up 
his owti private business. Suoh a man 
would not make use of public senti¬ 
ment to catiry himself into public of¬ 
fice. Such a man would not make 
use of public sentiment to advance a 
particular fad. Such a man would 
not make use of popular prejudice to 
destroy a particular institution against 
which he had a grudge. Such a man 
would not do many things now com¬ 
monly done. Very likely such a man 
will not be forthcoming: but him 1 
am not asked to supply, simply to 
slate what I think is needed. 

“And yet 1 believe that the above 
ideas are not altogether chimerical. 
Such men have appeared in other 
concerns of life. A man devotes him¬ 
self to sport for the sake of spout, 
takes up yachting and develops the 
art of navigation. A man devotes 
himself to sport for the sake of sport 
and develops n breed of horses. A 
man devotes himself to art for art b 
sake, and beautiful buildings, beauti¬ 
ful parks, beautiful paintings and 
beautiful statuary result. A man de¬ 
votes himself to philosophy, and a 
philosophic system is evolved. A 
man devotes himself to religion and 
a dogma Is evolved which may em¬ 
brace millions of folio were. 

Man Yet to be Found. 

“I have never lieaul that any hotly 
with adequate resources has ever de¬ 
voted himself to the difficult task of 
municipal development for its own 
sake. A number have made profes¬ 
sion. but when they have been ex¬ 
amined they were found wanting, 
either in resource or in sincerity. 

-I certainly make no objection to 
ethical development, or to commercial 


development, but a man may be bo 
engrossed in a part leu lan ethical fad 
mn to make him unfit for community 
leadership. A man may be bo re¬ 
stricted by commercial affairs as to 
make him unfit to direct community 
interests. His objects in some re¬ 
spects may clash with others. A poli¬ 
tician—and I use the word In no of¬ 
fensive sense, meaning rather a pub¬ 
licist—who is ambitious to hold pub¬ 
lic office, may be, and usually is, so 
entangled that his personal advance¬ 
ment Is Inconsistent with, community 
leadership. 

“Various efforts which are put 
forth, each one to advance some sin¬ 
gle object at anj* cost, no matter if 
It disregards and even obstructs other 
worthy objects, are common illustra¬ 
tions of the leadership which Is not 
'needed, or, if needed, which should 
be curbed and directed. 

“Nothing is more common than for 
a person seeking some personal en<i 
to attach himself to what is called 
a movement.’ The underlying pur¬ 
pose of these ‘movements’ themselves 
may be narrowly and selfishly per¬ 
sonal, and not b-oadlv and unselfish¬ 
ly for the general advantage. 'When 
some strong, resourceful man. whose 
only purpose is to ‘play the game,* 
shall be found, who will be recog- 
| nlzed as a genuine leader In commun- 
! ity advancement, then, and not until 
then, will Boston have obtained its 
greatest needs,”

When the order presented by the 
majority of the finance committee in¬ 
structing that committee to insert 
the item of $334,000 for school ex¬ 
penses in the annual appropriation 
tory and with the consent of Alder¬ 
man Blakemore raised the point of 
order that the order was too manda¬ 
tory and with the consetn of Aider- 
man Burr the amendment that the 
committee he "informally advised” 
on the matter, was adopted. 

Alderman Blakemore then suggest¬ 
ed an amendment reducing the 
amount to $316,000, and said that in 
order to clear up the situation he 
had written Supt. Spaulding as to the 
effect this amount would have on the 
schools. He then read Dr. Spaulding’s 
reply to the effect that if $324,000 
was appnopriated, the classes in the 
Classical High School would remain 
at 25 or 26 each as at present; If 
$316,000 was given, these classes 
would be increased to 35 or 36 each. 
Mr. Blakemore then said: 

The only question is whether we 
should make our classes larger or 
not. In the Classical High. They are 
very much smaller than in any other 
surrounding city and 26 pupils to a 
teacher is very small and it is a 
measure of extravagance at this time* 
With a $20 tax rate we should make 
some effort to economize in the school 
department. The superintendent of 
schools is a man of exactly the kind 
we wont, a man that is live and ac¬ 
tive and he has told us that he needs 
this money and if he does not get 
it will be an injury. He told that 
same thing to the board last year, 
hut no one has suggested that the cut 
that board made has been a detri¬ 
ment. The public edhools have been 
efficient and we hope to keep them 
60 . Very wealthy mem can go to 
live in Brookline, Unooln and Dover, 
where the taxes are one-third of ours 
and they are not coming to Newton. 
We cannot make our tax rate much 
higher. The fact is we are spending 
more—we are spending more than 
any other aity in the United States 
and it seems to me this additional ex¬ 
pense at this time Js a metre extrava¬ 
gance. 

Alderman Towle said: 1 simply 
wish to indorse what Mr. Blakemore 
has Just said. It is true that we are 
both new membeiB or the finance 
'committee. We both have some 
knowledge of school matters—both 
have been residents for a long time 
and we feed that we may know a 
little something about the schools, 
even though we are new members, 
and I fully agree with fo/im that rfhe 
time has come, it came some little 
lime ago to make some reduction. I 
believe that Newton should have as 
good schools as any city, but I do be¬ 
lieve that ihe time has come to stop 
some extravagance ,and I most heart¬ 
ily believe that this amendment 
should pass. 

Alderman '.Moore said; This appro¬ 
priation of $224,000 Is somewhat less 
than w hat the school board naked for. 
The difference in our lax rate will be 
only about 10 coins and I doubt 8f 
any isixpayen should suffer for the 
lack of 10 cents. The gentleman also 
suggests that there has been no dif¬ 
ficulty with the handling of the 
school appropriation. It may -not be 
apparent thiH year but unless we man¬ 
age to can iv out our system it Ls go¬ 
ing to l>e ap[>arent some time. I do 
not believe thai 25 is any too many 
for any teacher to handle. 

Alderman Burr said; Thds appro¬ 
priation now Is slightly less than 
the appropriation the Mayor recom¬ 
mended Iasi year. Tills appioprla- 
tlon calls for an lucmise. There is 
a new class which must L>e cared for 
in Ihe T. II. S. To meet that increase 
the school cornmiucc* proposes to 
make a saving in the Item of sup- 
T»Hes and Incidentals and much of 
this appropriation they will Ik- 
obliged to continue to try to make 
next year. Ir Is jiossible that the gen¬ 
tleman from Ward 1 is right that the 
schools could got along with le*s 
than $324,000. I certainly tun not 
willing io go on record that he b> 
wrong but 1 believe that this expend¬ 
iture is a good one to make. I be- 
Beve that the school roimnlttee for 
the first time are now meeting ihe 
Board ol‘ Aldermen on this question 
on tlu-ir own ground and the feeling 
on my part is that the strenuous ef¬ 
forts we have made for the past two 
yea Its u> ivduce the school expend¬ 
iture are now appreciated ami the 
school committee are trying to moot 
us half way. 



Alderman iMillor said: The appro¬ 
priation for last year was $316,000 
and atari lug on that basis the super¬ 
intendent of schools figured that, a 
certain number of new tea oh ere would 
be needed nmounling to $7000, and 
certain nnduelion In teacfiera amount¬ 
ing to $4000, and he figures certain 
savings over la**t year In the way ot 
Buppllra and conveyance, etc. 

Together these make $10,440 more 
the coming year than this your and 
-Ihat would make ihe appropriation 
for the coining year $326,000. The 
comm Hi ee on schools conaldered It 
from Ihe standpoint of economy very 
carefully and were unanimous on the 
figune of $324,000. 

Alderman Blakemore paid: The 
argument of the gentleman from Ward 
5 that the taxes wil be only 10 rente 
more is very vicious, and if we were 
going to consider it in that light It 
seems to we would never stop this 
Increase. The only argument which 
T heard before the committee was 
the argument of policy that the 
school eoflumittoc has shown, nnd it 
seems to me that is moat significant, 
nnd 1 hove not heard a word as to 
the effect In other places. There has 
not been anything said about the 
deleterious effect where they haw 
from 35 to 50 in a class. Now if 
they had nny experience It seems to 
me that the superintendent would 
know about it. The fact is he is an 
enthusiast. He has said recently 
that we ought to spend three times 
ns much on our schools, The ques¬ 
tion at this time is not a question of 
policy hut a questlem ns to whether 
the board is ready to save about 12 
cents on the tax rate, by increasing 
not by decreasing the size of some 
of the classes. That la the question 
and it seems to me when the gentle¬ 
men balk about the policy of the com¬ 
mittee they are getting far from the 
question. 

Aldeitman Avery said: 1 think irt 
Is a very difficult thing to interfere 
with the management of the schools 
and the superintendent Is a man who 
Is employed and he understands it 
thoroughly and I think the board 
should act on the recommendation 
of the committee on schools and give 
the school committee the sum asked 
for the coming year. 

Alderman Gray said: The commit¬ 
tee on schools this year made as care¬ 
ful a study as it was possible. They 
spent a great deal of time in the 
study of just how the moneys were 
expended nnd the percentage of in¬ 
crease thaT had been expended cov¬ 
ering the last few' years. In reach¬ 
ing the amount that they did—$324,- 
000—they felt that it was giving to 
the school committee only what they 
reasonably needed to maintain the 
policy that hod been pursued for a 
number of years and which this 
board had provided by its appropria¬ 
tions. 

The Blakemore amendment was 
then defeated, with but three votes in 
4ts favor cast by Blakerooite, Towle 
and Underwood, and 14 against. Later 
In the session Alderman Sullivan 
stated that he had misunderstood the 
effect of this amendment and asked 
for a reconsideration, which was re¬ 
fused after a little debate, 10 to 7. 

The board adjourned at a late hour 
until Sept. 12.

Raindrops. 

Drops of rain vary in their size per¬ 
haps from a twenty-fifth to a quartei 
of an inch In diameter. In parting 
from the clouds they precipitate theii 
descent till the increasing resistance 
opposed by tho air becomes equal to 
tlielr weight, when they continue to 
fall with uniform velocity. This ve 
loclty Is therefore in a certain ratio 
to the diameter of the drops; hence 
thunder and other showers In which 
the drops are large pour down fastei 
than a drizzling rain. A drop of the 
twenty-fifth part of an inch in falling 
through the air would, when it had 
arrived at Its uniform velocity, ac¬ 
quire ft celerity of only eleven and a 
half feet per second, while one of a 
quarter of an inch would have a ve¬ 
locity of thirty-three and u half feet.

THRIFT TEACHING IN OUR PUB¬ 
LIC SCHOOLS. 

The Legislature having recommend¬ 
ed such action, Shipt. Spaulding and 
the school committee of Newton will 
have an Incentive next season to In¬ 
troduce instruction in "thrift” Into 
the public school curriculum. Section 
1 of Chapter 42 of tihe Revised Laws. 
as passed by the General Court this 
sesoton, and signed by Governor Dra¬ 
per, states that "Civil government, 
ethics, thrift and such other subjects 
as the school committee may com- 
eider expedient may be taught in the 
public schools.” 

The specific mention of thrift teach¬ 
ing grew not only out of the general 
situation in wbicth on account of the 
■high cost of living the necessity of a 
return to the homely virtues of 
economy and foresight is imperative 
for many people, but because of the 
specific suggestions of the Old Age 
Pension Commission. 

This body, which was appointed to 
investigate the subject of old age pen¬ 
sions In this and other* countries, re¬ 
ported to tihe Legislature that it would 
be inexpedient at the present time 
to add to thb already heavy burden of 
general taxation by providing state paid 
pensions for elderly people. Among 
several alternative recommendations 
stress was laid upon the Importance 
of systematic teaching of thrift in 
the schools. The Idea appealed 
strongly to Governor Draper and lead¬ 
ing members of the Legislature, with 
the result that it was enacted Into 
legislation. 

Ways and means of Introducing this 
subject are already being considered 
bv at least one active organization, 
the Massachusetts Savings Insurance 
League, with headquarters at 161 Dev¬ 
onshire street. Boston, whose month¬ 
ly bulletin says editorially: 

"The insurance committee of the 
Massachusetts Legislature has re¬ 
cently reported favorably a bill for 
the coTrmulsorv teaching of thrift In 
the public schools of the Common¬ 
wealth. There is no better way to 
interest the pupils of our hich schools 
In thrift than by informing them 
about the advantages of savings bank 
Insurance. As various penny savings 
schemes have been established in our 
elementary schools, the next logical 
step will be the establishment of 
agencies for savings bank Insurance 
In our high schools. Our public 
school teachers are willing to co- 
onerate. and the coming year will 
doubtless see many addresses given 
on savings hank insurance to the 
scholars of our high schools: such 
an address has recently been given 
in Lexington and one has been ar¬ 
ranged for nt the Whitman High 
School." 

A public school committee of the 
woman’s branch of this organization 
is energetically taking up the ques¬ 
tion of thrift teaching and Is prepar¬ 
ing to send a letter with detailed sug¬ 
gestions to all women’s clubs thruogh- 
out the state. It is understood that 
a committee of Boston school prin¬ 
cipals have n similar undertaking In 
band, and that elsewhere the problem 
is under serious consideration.
